The Rev. Father Torok told of the 


European idea of,bolshevism as com- 
pared with the American idea, stating 
the Americana cannot possibly know 
of 'the terrific feeling created in Eu- 
rope by the people who have come in- 
to contact with 
the 
results of its 


teachings. The speaker, who is him- 
self a Hungarian, and has only been in 
the United States about two years, has 
been in a position to see the havoc re- 
sulting in Europe 
by 'bolshevistic 


teachings .and feels one of the great- 
est problems for America today is to 
teach its 
immgrants 
Americanism 


when they reach its shores. 


The Rev. Mr. Torok has been inter- 


ested in teaching the foreigners from 
his own countjry w,ho have come to 
the United States and although edu- 
cated in Europe he desires to help pre- 
serve American institutions from tiic 
effects of such things as radicalism 
and bolshevism.

Kinsman Tells Lions Club Why 


Income Tax Principle 


Is Fair 


The farmers have not awakened to 


what the Dahl tax bill in the Wiscon- 
sin legislature means to them. Dr. I). 
O. Kinsman, one of the authors of the 
original income tax law of Wisconsin, 
declared in an address on the Dahl 
measure before the Lions club at their 
weekly meetjng in Conway hotel Mon- 
day 
noon. 
Dr. Kinsman urged a 


square deal in taxation and condemned 
a tax which placed an undue burden 
upon one class for the benefit of an- 
other. He reviewed the present income 
tax law to show the 
circumstances 


that prompted and declared that the 
income tax a lair tax because it 
assesses for the cost of the .govern- 
ment according to ability to pay. 


"Thp best way to face a problem 


in which we are interested is to en- 
deavor to place ourselves in the posi- 
tion of the disinterested observers so 
we can arrive at our conclusions with- 
out bias," Dr. Kinsman said. "Wheth- 
er we like the Dahl bill or the Sever 
son hill, we must admit that we must 
pay taxes and more taxes and that tax- 
pnying 'ability will be based on in- 
comes." 


FAIREST TAX 


Dr. Kinsman outlined a few prin- 


ciples which should be accepted in dis- 
cussing taxation. He said if it is nec- 
essary to tax, the tax burden should 
be distributed according to ability to 
pay and the best way is a tax on in- 
comes. He said that the tax is not on 
gross income, but on net income, which 
is the gross income, after deducting 
the expense of creating the incomes. 
Modern income tax laws also permit 
deductions for living expenses and 
these deductions are larger when a 
larger family causes a larger expense. 


Dr. Kinsman appealed for justice in 


fixing taxation. He declared that most 
people are willing to pay their just 
(Uies to their state but resent oayins 
more. He said that a tax based on 
justice is much easier to enforce than 
me Hint i<» based on in justice.

About eighty of the ouc hundred as- 


'semblymcn in the "Wisconsin legislature 
Avcrc elected on the- LaFollettc ticket. 
They had the LaFollette stamp of approv- 
al. 
They were elected by great majori- 


ties. 
The people voted for them mcrcly 


bccause they had a badge in their coat la- 
pel entitled "Loyal Supporter of Hon. 
Robert M. LaFollette." 
After the elec- 


1ion there were enthusiastic meetings of 
the successful candidates. The "old or- 
der" was going to change. The "'capital- 
ists" were going to be voted out. Of 
course, they didn't stop to think that La 
Follette has been in virtual control of this 
state for the last twenty-two years nor did 
they reflect upon their definition of a 
"capitalist" which is merely a man who 
has contrary political opinions to their 


own. 
Tt was enough that the "'old or- 


der'1 was going to change. The "old or- 
der" had been changed so many times in 
the last twenty-two years that it was diz- 
zy but this time there was going to be an- 
other change,—a big change, a beautiful 
phange. Everything that existed must be 
wrong. Therefore, it must be wiped out. 
"What would the result be? Who eared a 
ghigersnap? 


The assembly met. Tt immediately 


passed a bill abolishing the National 
Guard. 
"What would the consequences 


be? 
Who cared a rap? 
It was enough 


that the National "Guard has existed since 
tho birth of the nation, that it had cov- 
ered itself and the country with glory, 
that it took flat-chested and stoop-bhoul- 
dered men and made them into regular 
fellows, teaching them cleanliness and 
manliness. That was enough to condemn 
it with the Wisconsin assembly. 
The 


present session of the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture will.never get the Xobcl prize for 
intelligence. 


As soon as the assembly passed the art 


abolishing the National Guard. Governor 
Blainc apparently became a little appre- 
hensive thai the stoam roller was going 
too fast. 
The governor did not speak 


right out. 
That would have been viola- 


live of the rule which gives the preroga- 
tive of first speaking to the great leader. 
The governor kept quiet long enough for 
a letter from him to reach Senator LaFol- 
letle at Washington 2nd when the senator 
saw what the Wisconsin assembly had 
done, he too became apprehensive. 
The 


ghost of North Dakota floated 
before 


him. He remembered what had happened 
1o Townley in leading the Non-Partisan 
hosts to whip the ''capitalists" of North 
Dakota, most of whom, by the way. were 
farmers. 
He. therefore, 
publicly an- 


nounced that he favored the continuance 
of the National Guard. 
Immediately 


thereafter Governor Blaino. faithful lieu- 
tenant, made public announcmcnt to Ihe 
same effect. 
Thereupon the LaFollettc 


leaders in the senate made a right-about- 
face and put the bill abolishing the Na- 
tional Guard on the shelf, but not so the 
asscmbl}'. It makes no apologies and no 
recessions. 
Its-vote to abolish the guard 


stands, and with it n lot of other votes of 
the same character. 


The truth about the matter is that the " 


legislature has run away with its leaders. 
The assembly has taken the bit in its 
mouth and cannot be checked on any- 
thing. 
It is trying to see how radical it 


can be and how many obnoxious and cra- 
y.y laws it can pass. 
Even the partisans 


of LaFollette and Blaine have become 
nauseated by what is going on at Madi- 
son. 
Here is what their Milwaukee sup- 


porter, the "Wisconsin News, has to say 
editorially of the legislature: 


The reputation 
and welfare of Wisconsin 


' • seem to cut little Ice with the leaders of the Wis- 


ronairt anaembly. Elected as progressives with 
* mandate to accomplish constructive and reme- 
dial legislation, they have set out to abuse their 
mandate «.nd run amuck In the fields of political 
and economic hysteria. The cerond act of their 
frensled program is more irresponsible and 
threatening than the first. 


Coming from an administration organ, 


this indictment of the legislature ha* 


much significance. 
Yet this legislature, 


embittered against society and animated 
with hatred for all of tho elements and 
forces that have built Wisconsin to ma- 
turity, is going to pass laws for the reg- 
ulation and taxation of manufacturing, 
transportation, mercantile business, bank- 
ing, farming and other 
undertakings, 


representing in the aggregate hundreds of 
millions of dollars of invested capital, 
paying out millions of dollars in wages 
and upon which the prosperity and wel- 
fare of Wisconsin are absolutely and sole- 
ly dependent. 
These radicals have no 


investment in these great undertakings 
and have contributed it in no conspicuous 
way to the economic development of- the 
state.

and disposition! Think of commiting its 
fortunes and the expenditure of more 
than $30.000.000 of revenue into their 
hands for state purposes, to say ^nothing 
of giving them the power to impose taxes 
without limit and without purpose, save 
to punish those who have been successful 
and who have made something of their 
lives and opportunities! It would be a co- 
lossal joke if it were not so tragic in its 
results.

THE RECORD OF CONGRESS 


The closing session of congress was per- 


haps more notable for Tvhat it did not en- 
act rather than for -\vha%t it did enact in 
legislation. The most important domestic 
measure of the final sitting was the pas- 
sage of the Capper-Lenroot rural credits 
bill. Just how far this law will gotoward 
improving the credit facilities of the 
farmer remains to be seen, but the bill 
appear? to be fundamentally sound ajid 
there is *io reason why it should not re- 
lieve the farmer's credit necessities. Tt 
may not be as paternalistic in the assist-^ 
ancc it renders as some of the radicals in 
congress would desire, but it enables the 
farmer to help himself, which is as far in 
principle as legislation of this kind ought 
to go. 


On the whole we think congress is to be 


congratulated for refusing to enact the 
ship subsidy act. Strange as it may 
seem, the greatest opposition to ship sub- 
sidy comes from that clement in the coun- 
try which is seeking to indirectly subsn 
dize special classes, such as the farmer 
and labor, in a multitude of ways. 
The.- 


plan for a government nitrate plant is es- 
pecially of this character, as were num- 
erous other measures brought before con- 
gress and the various legislatures by the 
so-called progressives. - Another measure 
which failed was the soldiers' bonus, but 
that was due 1o the president's veto and 
the inability of congress 1o pass the meas- 
ure over his objection. Congress aUo re- 
fused to amend the present Esch-Cummins 
transportation act. Notwithstanding the 
severe criticism made of this law. it Avas 
better to preserve it than to mangle it by 
changes 
the 
extremists 
in congress 


demanded. 
Compromise 
modifications 


would not have been accepted by them. 
The senate refused to approve the proto- 
col making the United States a member of 
the international court of justice, as rec- 
ommended by the president. 
One could 


scarcely blame the senate for declining to 
make up its mind in three or four days 
on a question which it took Mr. ^larding 
three or four years to determine for him- 
self. 
A 
measure 
that failed and that 


ought to have been favorably acted upon 
was the proposal to amend the constitit- 
tion to prohibit the issuance of tax free 
securities. 


The congress is 1o be, commended for 


substantial reductions in Ihe fax burdens 
and for genuine economies effected in ap- 
propriations and in federal expenditures. 
It has inaugurated the budget system for 
the tirst time in the history of the, govern- 
ment, and that is a notable advance in 
itself toward economical and efficient ad- 
ministration. Congress ratified the vari- 
ous treaties negotiated by the "V\/?ashing- 
lon conference, including the four-power 
pact and the naval limitation agreement. 
It also approved the debt refunding agree- 
ment with Great Britain. Perhaps the 
most questionable of all its acts was the 
enactment of a high tariff measure which 
has raised duties in many instances high- 
er than they wre in the notorious Payne- 
Aldrich law. It is a safe conclusion that 
Ihis act will produce far greater harm to 
American commerce and 1o American in- 
dustry than it will yield in benefit*. 


MAGNESIA IN THE MEDICINE CUPBOARD 
Milk of magnesia is a convenient milk a'kali or 


antacid, somewhat less disagreeable than so'da and 
not itself productive of gas when it reacts with the 
normal acid of the stomach, as soda does. %But 
magnesia is somewhat more laxative than soda and 
is frequently given as a laxative, particularly to 
children, a teaspoonful or two o? the milk of magne- 
sia having a mild cathartic action which is accel- 
erated in the presence of more than the usual 
amount of acid in stomach or intestine, as in the 
sta^ of aciUosis which accompanies many feverish 
conditions in children and which granny is willing 
to bet 13 "worms." 


Dentists sometimes prescribe the use of milk of 


magnesia for rinsing the mouth to neutralize ab- 
normal acidity. It was a common practice a <r"ew 
years ago to add a spoonful of milk of magnesia to 
the baby's bottle once or twice a day, but this has 
been superceded by lime water and by oatmeal water 
or barley water. Better still, the ethics and ideals 
of motherhood are better now than they were a 
generation ago, and more mothers are giving their 
babies a square deal by nursing them as God intend- 
ed. 


Magnesium carbonate comes in cube's? In this form 


magnesia is much used internally as an antacid in 
such conditions as "heartburn, waterbrash (eructa- 
tions of sour irritating fluid), sick headache and 
hyperacidity. Of course it is only a temporary relief 
at best. Probably magnesia should not be constant- 
ly taken Internally, at any rate not for long periods- 
because there" is somevrisk of accumulation of masses 
or concretions of it in the intestine. Magnesia cubes 
are sometimes used on the skin to prevent chafing. 


Solution of magnesia citrate, prepared freshly by 


the pharmacist, is probably the least disagreeable 
of all saline cathartics, when a purgative of that 
kind is required. The bottle contains 12 ounces: an 
adult may take it all in one or two doses,' or for a 
child a wineglassful may be given every two hours. 
This saline purgathc is to be preferred when the 
thought of ordinary salts is repulsive.

phate is her full name, aliag Epsom Salts.^but af- 
fectionately dubbed Mag. Sulph. or just Maggie. 
There is an aura of romance and mys,tery about 
Maggie, something like that which surrounds Cleo- 
patra since the movies discovered her, but all hokum 
aside. Mag is still a faithful old standby in a pinch 
if one's stomach is strong. She is worthy of her 
suburban sobriquet, too, the fine salts. However, 
in my judgment, our per capita consumption of Ep 
some Salts should never exceed two cents per anuum 
and tho administration of the/two cents' worth 
should be wholly in the hands of the family doctor.
